Hernandez arrived here from 
Miami late Iasi night. 

Hernandez said the anti- 
Castro underground is now as 
large as it was before the dis- 
astrous Bay or Pigs invasion 
last April. But it is not as 
well supplied with explosives, 
arms and the other tools of a 
shadow army, he said. 

The underground has two 
boats which make regular 
runs to Cuba from Miami to 
supply the underground 
forces, Hernandez said. The 
boats rendezvous with under- 
ground members in isolated 
coves which dot the. Cuban 
coast. 


[ Both he and “Comandante

. movement began, he said. 

Underground forces conduct 
sabotage operations on 
bridges, railroads, industrial 
and military installations, he 
said: They also regularly ig- 
nite bombs jn the streets of 
Havana and other Cuban cities 
In order to Jet the Castro re- 
gime know they are still in 
existence, he said. 

Another underground activ- 
ity is the assassination of 
; “certain Cubans working for 
Castro who are widely hated,” 
said Hernandez. This category 
would include block leaders 
j who have turned in many citi- ; • 
zens for subversive or “anti- 
revolutionary” activities, he 
said. 


mere are also small oands 
of guerrillas fighting in the Es- 
cambray mountains, known as 
the “National Liberation 
Army,” he said. 

Hernandez declined to an- 
• swer when asked if the 
: Miami underground headquar- : 
ters maintains daily radio con- 
tact with operatives on the 
Cuban mainland. 

He said Manolo Rav . a form- 
er Castro supporter who later 
gained wide publicity here as 
a Cuban underground leader, 
is not connected with the Cu- 
ban Revolutionary Council’s 
underground activities. Ray, 
he said, never had as effec- 
tive an underground as he 
told U.S. government officials. 

Hernandez said that “com- 
mandante Augusto” was an 
owner of one of the largest 
meat packing companies in 
Cuba before Castro national- 
ized such investments.
